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The summary of this incident is based upoi reports, memos, teletypes, and tape interviews 
contàined in this packet. It àlso contains information verbally relayed to the Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators. This summary is preliminary and does not contain ån interview by the 
Internal Affairs Bureau investigators of thé deputies involved in this incident. Their account of 
this incident was obtained verbally from William Seiber, Lieutenant, Homicide Bureáu. 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators Sergeant Ken Fowler, Sergeant Katie Campbell, and 
Lieutenant Curtis Spears were notified at 1930 hours on June 18, 1993. by the Sheriff's 


:Information Bureau of a deputy involved shooting that occurred af udahy Street in Walnut 


Park. The investigators responded and arrived at 2115 hours. 


The investigators cóntacted William Seiber, Lieutenant, Homicide Bureau, who provided a 
briefing of the incident and a walk through of the criie scene. Accompanying’ 'the investigators on 
this walk throügh and briefing were Deputy District Atbinèy, Allan Xochelsón and District 
Aitorney' s "Tnvestigato NM : 


At abproxitmátely: 1908 hours on June 18, 1993, Firestone Station received a telephone call from 
an informant reporting that there was a man arined with a gun 'atthé Farm Boys Market, located at 
2410 Btoádwáy, Siret in "Huntington Park. Thé suspect was described as à male Hispanic,20 
yeats old, wearing a taik top and blue shorts. He was last seen running northbound òn Saiita 


;Fe;Avenue froni the lócation..

feporting this incident. The desk officer handling the cáll obtained complete 
information about the suspect's description and location, then kept the informant 
on the line providing updated information to the field units, until the uriit$ arrived 
on the scene: This inconiing call is availàble at the Interíal Affairs Büreau. 


Sergeant David P. Cowén; the Firestone Station Field Sergeant, wás a short distance from the 
market when the call wäš dispatched. Sergeant Cowen and other units patrolled the area north of 
the market searching for the suspect. Additional information was broadcast that the suspect had 
retürned to thé márket, sò the units began returning to the locatiori. 


other patrol units and did not'see Sergeant Cowen. Suddenly, : ihe uspéct turned around and ram 
into the front of Sergeant Cowen's radio car. The suspect pushed off, and as he did so, he bent over 
with his hands on'the outside of his shorts, trying to grab and pull up an object which was inside 
the front of his Shorts. The süspect continued runnirig south through the parking lot and ran to a 


* block Wall at the south end of the market parking lot, where he climbed over. Sergeant Cowen and 


Deputie MERE Jack D. Demello, Vance E. Duffy, and Thomas P. Reid ran to the wall, 
moved laterally at least téi feet from where the suspect climbed over and looked over. They then 
climbed over the wall and continued pursuing the suspect. 


Once the suspect climbed over the wall, he ran in a southeasterly direction through the rear yard at 

A aE en to the east side yard. The suspect continued running south through the east 
side yard, climbed over a three foot wooden fence at the south end of that side yard and ran south 
across Cudahy Strect. The suspect then ran south on the driveway EN | ran 
between a car parked in the driveway and the front porch of the location (See Diagram, Exhibit B 
and Photo, Exhibit C), past a witness, hó was seated on the front porch. The 
suspect ran sòuth on the driveway, and upon arriving at the garage àt the south end of the driveway, 
he turned riglit and ran through an open gate into the reár yard at the location (See Photos, Exhibit 
D and-É). Once in the rear yard, he began climbing onto the roof of E OG at the NN

his Beretta, Deputy Reid fired two rourids from his Beretta and Deputy Demello fired four rounds 
from his Bérétta, striking the suspect numerous times, éausing | him to collapsé: on ‘the roof, where 
he sübsequently died (See Photos, Exhibit F). Deputies approached the suspect, « ;searched him, and 
fourid'a handgun under his body. Sergeant Cowen arrived after the shots Wére fired.

handgun with. both hands neár his chest'area. She also $àw several deputies a short distànce 
beliind, chasing the suspect. As the suspect and the deputies passed hér porch, she entered the 
house and walked into the kitchen located at the south end of thelocation. She was concerned for 
"the safety of her vho she felt was in:the rear yard; so she began calling for her.-She—— 
glanced oùt a kitcheii window arid saw the the deputies in thé rear yard looking up and yelling, 
"Freeze," "Stop," and "Drop it." Then she heard several shots fired.

The suspect ran to the garagé, and theri ran to'the west 
thróugh an open gate, into the rear yard. He said the deputies were twenty to twenty-five feet 
behind, chasing the suspect. He said he heard at least one of the deputies yell to the suspect to » 
stop. When the deputies arrived at the garage, they also ran through the open gate into the rear 
yard. Hé'said that one of the four deputies stopped and peeked.around the corner prior to running 
into the rear yard. Once the deputies were in the rear yard, he heard them yelling to the suspect to 
Stop and to freeze. Then he heard several shots fired, büt he did not see who was shooting.

Based upon the statement by Ms. it appears that once the deputies arrived in the yard 
and realized theré was no cover an. limited concealment, they apparently all croüched down to 
lessen the size ôf the target they presented to thé suspect. 


Deputy Jose Garcia told the Internal Affairs Bureau investigators that he and his ride-al 

observer remained with the radio car at the market parking lot while his partner, Deput; 

exited and chased the suspect on foot. Once Garcia saw the foot pursuit begin, he drove the radio 
car soüth ón Santa Fe Avenue and stopped at Cudahy Street, saw the fóot pursuit continuing 
southbound, so hé drove to the ext street south, Santa Ara Street, to set up a containment. "He 


` arrived at the corner of Santa Fe Avenue and Santa Ana Street waiting to see if the suspect 


continued running south, when he suddenly heard shots fired. He remained at that location until 
after he heard the radio broadcast of a deputy involved shooting wih tlie suspect down. He then 
left the position of containment and responded to the location. ` j 


The Intérnal Affairs Buréau investigators learned from Lieutenant Speárs that during thé crime 
scerie investigation, à young male was interviewed on a local televisión news progràii. This male 
related that the deputies c ‘chased down and shot the suspect, who was not armed. The i SÉ U 


learned froin Lieutenant Séiber of Homicide Bureau that District Attorney Investigator 


ad possibly located and interviewed this witness. 


On June 22, 1993, at approximately 1135 hours, Sergeant Fowler contàcted MEE Mr. 
said that ori the evening'of the shooting, :he and Deputy District Attorncy Allan 

Yóchélson, were wálking from the scene of the shooting to the niarkét where the incident began: 
As they. were > walking « down the street, he heard a male Hispanic say that the policé Killed another 
unarmed yoühg iran in the neiéhborhóod. When Mr. Yochelson attempted to interview this 
individual and obtàin his name, the man refused to provide any information or-his identity. Mr. 

tatéd that this mán was very drunk and was drinking beer from a six pack thàt he 
apparently just obiained. 


On June. 19. 1993, an n autopsy was Gonductéd on the Suspect All the rounds strick him oñ the left 
Side of his body ànd tfaversed from leftto right.
